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Is Sydney’s famous Hakoah Club 
on the verge of pulling out of top- 
class soccer? The question is on the 
lips of every one of the Blue-and- 
Whites’ members. 


Rumours can usually be nipped in the bud by a 
firm and unequiveacal denial from responsible offi- 
cials, but such denial was not forthcoming in this 
case. 


Asked whether he had any comment to 
make on talk forecasting Sydney City’s *“The 
Slickers'’ withdrawal from Philips League 
soccer, and its re-emergence in amateur soc- 
‘cer, club president Frank Lowy refused to 
commit himself. 


“Nothing has been discussed officially and I’m not de- 
nying or confirming the rumours,”’ he said last week. 


Such reticence can only add fuel to the gossip and in- 
crease the concern of the club’s dwindling band of faithful 
supporters. 


The genesis of the situation goes back to the adminis- 
trative style of the Hakoah Club over the past decade, but 
what may have given the final push was the experiment 
of dropping the team’s traditional name of Hakoah for the 
nondescript district tag of Sydney City. 


By any objective judgement the change of name has 
been an unmitigated disaster. 


After an early burst of promotional enthusiasm the 
ersatz entity of Sydney City is in the situation of playing 
its matches in front of miserably tiny crowds of a few 
hundred. 


Not only did the promised throngs of new, non-*‘ethnic’”’ 
supporters fail to materialise but the decision to discard 
the club’s world-famous and long-honored name has also 
alienated a considerable section of the traditional base of 
support in Sydney's Jewish community. 


This comes at a time when that community’s growth 
pattern is on the upswing once again, with the continuing 
influx of large numbers of Soviet Jewish refugees. 


Interestingly enough, the first section of the Sydney 
Jewish community to be alienated from soccer was the 
affluent, educated and thoroughly integrated generation 
in its late twenties and early thirties. 

The tragedy of Hakoah is that the grand, non-ethnic 
design bulidozed home so relentlessly by the moguls of 
the Australian Soccer Federation has pushed the club to 
the edge of extinction. 

The only glimmer of hope seems to be in the growing 
awareness among a section of the soccer team’s follow- 
ing, that the current spate of rumours about ceasing pro 
soccer operations may be, to quote a long-standing fan, 
“ta put-up job’. 

‘I believe the rumours are being planted and spread 
among those sections of the club’s following who, tradi- 
tionally, do not express their opinions in any militant 
manner,” he said. i 

“Thus the groundwork is seemingly being laid for a sit- 
vation where certain sections of the Hakoah Club lead- 
ership will be in the position to claim that the members 
are ‘demanding’ discontinuation of the pro teams in the 
name of cutting down on expenses.”

The fortunes of Ju-

Now 33, Della Rocca is in 
his 16th season with Juventus.

run in the’ game, and it’s time 
to look at other areas, like 
doing a few coaching courses. 

"I enjoy soccer, and that’s 
why I've kept playing. I’m not 
a spectacular player who 
scores goals every week, but 
the satisfaction for any player 
is knowing yourself you did 
well. That's when your morale 
goes right up." 

Della Rocca’s career may 
have been a different story had 
he left Juventus, like so many 
of his team mates did, when 
the club declined. But Pat 
doesn't even consider that the- 
ory 

“I wouldn’t play for any 
other club because Juyentus is 
my home,” re-affirmed Pat. 
“I doubt if any club would 
notice me, because I don’t 
stand out in a game, but even 
if I had been given an offer, I 
would not have accepted.”” 

Pat's consistancy is remark- 
able. He started out as the raw 
youngster at 18 in 1964, and 
now is the veteran in 1979. The 
reason behind that is simple. 

“I never bludge at train- 
ing,”’ said ‘Della Rocca. “It's 
one of my strict rules that I 
train my hardest all the time 
to keep in top condition. If a 
player is fit he gets the benefit 
during a match. 


Pat knows the problem 
exists in junior soccer coach- 
ing. He’s been involved with 
the Juventus juniors for the 
past three years. 

In fact, a young boy who was 
coached by Pat as an.under 16, 
is now playing alongside his 
former coach. 

Asked if that made him feel 
old, Pat replied: ‘*No, not at 
all. I feel very proud that the 
player I coached made it into 
the first team.”” 

The player in question is 
Oscar Crino. a Victorian 
Schoolboys and Youth team 
representative, who has made 
a great impact in the State 
League this season 

Crino has scored five goals 
in a handful of games, and is 
set for a bright future in the 
game 

Della Rocca first became in- 
volved with Juventus juniors 
in 1977 when he had a group of 
14, 15 and 16 year olds and 
moulded them into an under 16 
team. 

“There are three or four 
players in the team who will 
be pushing for first team 
places in the future,"’ said Pat. 
“‘More clubs should work at 
producing good youngsters." 

Della Rocca is thankful to 
his first senior coach for the 
start he gave him. 

“Mario Corti gave me a 
chance in the first team, and 
prepared me for senior soc- 
cer,’ remembered Pat. “He 
taught me a fot of things about 
playing centre half, and gave 
me confidence at a testing 
time.” 

Vie Janczyk, the Polonia 
great. also coached Della 
Rocca 

‘“Janczyk was the master,” 
praised Pat. “If he asked you 
to do something, he would 
show you how to do it. His 
skills were magical.” 

Current Juventus coach 
Tony Boggie was in command 
during the glorious successes 
of 1970. He returned to Juve 
this season, and has brought 








“Tony is a very hard 
coach,” said Pat. “He gets 
what he wants, and lets you 
know about it if you do some- 
thing wrong. He was hard in 
1970, but now he’s even hard- 
er.”’ 


It was playing under Boggi 
that Della Rocca had his most 
memorable game. It was a 
round 21 State League 
championship match in 1970 at 
Ringwood against Wilhemina.

Soccer fans the world over are astute 
enough to recognise a good thing when they 
see it and to want the best entertainment 
possible for their money. 

Fans in the Australian Capital Territory are no 
less astute and, since the advent of the Philips 
Soccer League, have become addicted to the best 
soccer entertainment available to them — the 
Philips Soccer League. 


Arguments that the ACT hasn't the numbers to satisfactorily 
support Canberra City and a second PSL side carry no weight 
with the potential 8,000 fans residing in Canberra and neighbou- 
ring New South Wales town, Queanbeyan.

United. fans in excess of 6,000 regularly passed through the turn- 
stiles of the National Athletic Stadium, proving, with regular 
consistency. that there were more paying spectators in the ACT 
than in any other afea in which PSL clubs performed other than, 
possibly. Adelaide 

Average PSL attendance in the past three years has increased 
from 35.000 a week to around 43,000 with the advent of Newcastle 
(based on my own records) 

Approximately 18") of PSL spectators in the first two years 
watched their games at the ACT's National Athletic Stadium. 
Newcastle's phenomenal success in terms of attendance figures 
has decreased the ACT's statistic somewhat and, indeed, recent. 
attendances at Canberra City games have been disappointing. 

However. when Canberra City is not at home ACT fans are. 

Having had their soccer appetites whetted by PSL garnes it 
would appear that ACT fans no longer accept just any soccer, no 
matter what the standard. If they did one could expect to see top 
ACT clubs benefitting from their attendance when PSL games are 
not available to thei. 

Quite the reverse is true, unfortunately

tors. More than is enjoyed by many PSL clubs on any weekend. 

Inter-Monaro, the NSW Pepsi State League side that is partner- 
ing West Woden Juventus in a bid to enter a Canberra-Quean- 
beyan side in the PSL, attracts an average of 2,000 spectators at 
home. When it moved its venue to the National Athletic Stadium 
for one game it drew over 3,000. 

Figures such as these must add weight to the argument that 
ACT soccer fans want value for money.

With this nursery potential the argument for, or against, a 
second PSL. side from the ACT should be purely academic. In 
fact. ACT should be arguing the case for three, with an option of a 
‘ourth It is, after all, more than twice as strong as Victoria 
19.37) in junior playing potential and almost twice that of 
Queensland (11.8%). 

Vicloria has three PSL sides, Queensland two and New South 
Wales has more than its fair share with six. 

If the imbalance of PSL representation continues into the 1980's 
there is a grave danger that the success of the PSL in the ACT will 
diminish What is more frightening is that interest in soccer will 
diminish, too 

If the fans are starved of PSL games now, with games often 
three weeks apart, and no prospect of their appetite being more 
frequently satisfied in the future, recent converts to our code will 
soon lose interest and return to their former interests. In fact, 
this nay already be happening. 

Recent attendance at Canberra City games has shown a sharp 
decline although its game against Newcastle KB United will un- 
doubtedly give the ACT side a much-needed boost, 

fhe truth of the matter is, and cannot be overlooked, that ACT 
fans want PSL soccer — and they want it more frequently. 

Well aware of this Queanbeyan’s Marco Polo Club and 
Canberra's [talo-Australian Club are determined to pursue their 
joint aim of membership in the PSL, combining the successful 
Inter-Monaro and West Woden Juventus clubs to form a much 
needed second PSL side for the ACT's thousands of fans. 

l'ven if their application fails this year, as some demoralising 
reports would have them believe, they have no intention of pulling 
oul. Negotiations are well advanced to amalgainate the two

“If we are to disappear from top soccer I and others like me 
would rather see us kicked out of the PSL for being Hakoah, than 
die a quiet and unobtrusive death as Sydney City just to make a 
few ASF leaders in their ivory towers comfortable,” he said. 

The situation with Hakoah is sad — one can almost say tragic — 
and a warning to other Australian soccer clubs, which they can 
only ignore at their own peril.

Coach Rale Rasic used man- 
to-man marking in the hope of 
beating the Heidelberg danger 
men. Bobby Russell marked 
Jamie Paton, Bugsey Nys- 
hohus took Branko Buljevic, 
Glenn Dodds had Gary Cole, 
Brian Northcote marked 
Jimmy Rooney and Charlie 
Villani shadowed Jim Ca:mp- 
bell 

Rasic asked for long through 
balis on which John Nyshohus 
could outrun Pat Bannon. 
There were a few such breaks 
early, the best of them bring- 
ing a fine save from Yakka Ba- 
novic after Nyskohus had left 
Bannon a long way behind. 

However, Nyskohus found it 
harder and harder to get away 
as sweeper John Yzendoorn 
and right back Arthur McMil- 
lan went from strength to 
Strength. 

As the game developed, 
Robert Marwe became Adel- 
aide City’s most dangerous at- 
tacher. Playing deep on the 
right flank, Marwe was quiet 
for long periods, giving Jim 
Tansey a false sense of securi- 
ty.

Achilles injury 


to be the end 
for Seddon? 


A future in soccer for the highly talented 
Newcastle KB United’s lan Seddon is very 


much in doubt. 


There is even a gloomy pre- 
diction that he may not be able 
to play again. 

Seddon suffered a severe 
injury to an achilles tendon 
during the first round match 
against Brisbane Lions on May 
6 


Intensive treatment brought 
little or no relief and kept him 
on the sideline too often. He 
started in some matches, 
could not complete them and 
then had to miss a match while 
receiving treatment. 

Eventually, it was decided 
that surgery was the last, and 
only, hope of affecting a cure, 

A cure was not promised but 
it was agreed that this could be 
the solution to the problem 
and, eager to play, Seddon 
agreed, 

He underwent an operation 
a few weeks ago. He is still on 
crutches. 

“The doctors say they are 
confident of success but will 
not guarantee a cure,” said 
Seddon. ‘I’m hoping all will be 
right.”’ 

He is one of the most ex- 
perienced players in the 
squad. A 28-year-old mid- 
fielder he has marked ability 
in reading a game and in de- 
veloping moves. 

He had played in more than 
200 matches in England before 
coming to Australia to be 
snapped up by KB United, 
which banked on his ex- 
perience and expertise to po0i- 
ster its midfield play. 

Seddon proved his ability in 
the 10 matches in which he 
wore the KB United colors. He 


fitted perfectly into the side 
and it seemed that at least one 
of the worries concerning 
manager-coach, Alan Vest, 
had been solved. 

Although he has appeared in 
only nine Philips League 
championship matches and 
one Philips Cup fixture, 
Seddon is in fourth place in the 
club's Player of the Year 
Award competition with an av- 
erage rating of 7.52. That is 
only .23 below that of Roy 
Drinkwater who holds top 
place after playing in 22 Lea- 
gue, four Cup and three other 
official matches. 

Jim Preston and Joe Sen- 
halski (7.68) are the only 
others with higher ratings than 
Seddon — and there are 17 
members of the squad below 
him. 

He played for Bolton in the 
first leg of an English League 
Cup semi-final but missed the 
second leg match because of 
injury. 

“It will be nothing short of 
tragic if a player of Ian’s 
worth and ability is forced out 
of the game,’’ said Alan Vest. 
“He is a fine player and we 
want him badly. We’ve.all got 
our fingers crossed hoping that 
the operation is a complete 
success."

He said he had agreed to 
accept terms offered by the 
club's directors and would 
readily put his signature to a 
new contract when it is pre-

He said he was completely 
satisfied with the terms and 
conditions offered him. 

Vest also said he had re- 
ceived attractive offers from 
several clubs to change 
camps. But he wanted to stay 
in Newcastle, 

“We are very close to 
having a fine team, as our 
climb on the points score table 
this season suggests, and I'd 
like to be part of the great de- 
velopment that is certain to 
come." 

However, the glad news of 
Vest’s decision to stay with the 
club was tinged with some 
gleem since the likelihood of 
Ken Boged accepting one of 
the many offers made to him 
is much nearer than had been 
thought likely a few weeks 


ago 

othe simple fact is that KB 
United, despite its great 
success this season, cannot 
afford to meet Vest’s terms 
and those Boden is seeking. 

While the club's financial 
position is sound it must bal- 
ance its budget which was 
heavily tiled towards the debit 
side in its first season in the 
Philips League. 

The cost of forming the 
team and attracting public 
support in that first year were 
particularly heavy and the 
budget has to be balanced. 

“If KB United meets 
Boden’s terms there will not 
be any finance to sign players 
for next season,”’ said Vest. 
““And we need one or two new 
ones."* 

There is, of course, the con- 
solation that KB United can 
ash for, and is certain to re- 
ceive, a sizeable transfer fee 
for Boden 

Vest, although operating on 
a budget that is of paltry size 
compared with that available 
in other, longer established, 
clubs will go to England at the 
end of the season to seek new 
players. 

He believes that his friends 
in England have found the man 
who will suit his requirements 
but, Alan Vest being the dedi- 
cated coach that he is, will 
depend on the judgment of 
non-one else, no matter how 
highly he might regard their 
ability to pinpoint talent. He 
wants to see for himself. 


“We need only one or two 
tip-top players to make the 
present KB United tearm a top- 
class side,”’ he said. ‘‘That’s 
what I’m after and why I want 
to stay in Newcastle,"’ he said. 


The Newcastle KB United 
team's success in its short life 
is one of the most exciting 
stories in the Philips League 
history. The team has put the 
once all-powerful Rugby 
League into the background 
and despite the club's shoe- 
string budget, has continued to 
hold its supporters — as evi- 
denced last Saturday when 11,- 
138 turned out to watch the 





team meet the lously placed 
Brisbane Lions. And the crowd 
gained its money's worth since 
the match, while disappointing 
in the end from a local view- 
point, was entertaining. 

Much of this success can be 
placed fairly and squarely on 
the shoulders of Alan Vest. 
Certainly no coach in Austral- 
ian soccer has done so much 
with so little as has he. 

He has, in fact, worked 
wonders from a Start that was 
way behind scratch. It is not 
surprising that he has received 
so many attractive offers. He 
has the record to prove his 
worth. 

Vest faced a most formi- 
dable task when he agreed to 
become manager-coach of KB 
United. First and foremost, he 
had to build a team that could 
hold its place in the Philips 
League when the KB United 
application to join the August 
soccer body was approved. 
And that meant holding a place 
not for just one season but for 
many to come. 

He was given little more 
than pocket-money with which 
to build a side. 

Vest has succeeded beyond 
all expectations, despite a 
spate of difficulties of varying 
hinds which would have made 
a man of lesser spirit and de- 
dication quail before the im- 
mensity of the task. 

He pushed KB United into a 
reasonably prominent place in 
the Philips League 
championship last season, took 
it to a place the Philips Cup 
semi-final round and then, this 
year, had the team in top place 
in the competition for the first 
eight weeks. 


Then injury after injury to 
key players disrupted his care- 
ful, thoughtful planning. But, 
being the dour, determined 
Yorkshireman that he is, Vest 
plugged on, solving problem 
after problem in his practical, 
hard-headed manner until now 
he has the team near the top of 
the table again. 

He has done this with a team 
that may well be described as 
being made up of part part- 
timers, able to train for only a 
limited period three times a 
week — and seldom with all 
members of the squad present 
at the same time, 

This means that Vest cannot 
coach the younger players as 
he is so eager to do. There is 
not the time for him to do as he 
wants. 

Alan Vest is, first and fore- 
most, @ realist, He fully recog- 
nises, and accepts, the limita- 
tions imposed on him but 
cheerfully makes do with wht 
he has. And so he prepares his 
players according to their 
limits, not only for the im- 
mediate task ahead but always 
with a long-range plan in mind. 

Most coaches, jealous of 
reputation and dependant on 
team success to enhance it, 
would turn their backs on KB 
United as being unworthy of 
their talents. 


Not so Alan Vest. He was 
given a challenge, gladly ac- 
cepted it and is winning, The 
success he seeks may be slow 
in coming but it will be his in 
the long run. This season's 
results prove he is on the right 
track. And none will deserve 
success more than he. He has 
worked hard to gain it.

Obviously, with this 
amount of juniors, you've 
got to look admiringly at 
the job being done by 
junior secretary Billy 
Rust, and all the coaches 
and managers who spend 
their free time coaching 
these kids. No praise can 
be high enough. 


It’s often. said that the 
strength of a club lies 
within its juniors and 
Frankston Pines have 
proved this theory to be 
true. Out of the 16 players 
used for first team duty 
this year, no fewer than 
nine have come up through 
the junior ranks, surely 
something to be proud of, 
and a feat of which not too 
many clubs can boast.

ent. 

Krongold added that Hakoah’s second Is- 
raeli international, Shraga Topolanski, was 
also treated harshly, and had to leave the field 
against Croydon City last week because of vig- 
orous tackles on him. 

“At one game Topolanski and Feigenbaum 
played together, the ground announcer made 
special mention of the two and the numbers 
they were wearing," said Dennis. “‘I’m sure 
several opposition players made a mental note 
of the numbers, and made sure they were not 
allowed to show their class.”’ 

Hakoah entertains league leader Frankston 
City at Middle Park this Sunday in what is a 
vital game.
